The 
prior art does not teach or suggest a transgenic chicken whose genome contains a 
transgene introduced by a replication-deficient retroviral vector, which lays an egg 
containing an exogenous protein encoded by the transgene, wherein the exogenous 
protein is produced in the oviduct of the transgenic chicken at detectable level. 

The art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
